WAR SURPLUS AT WORK. 


The government plan of putting the 


surplus trucks which it had left 
over from the war into the hands of 
counties or municipalities for street 
•nd road work shows one way of 
mating the over supply of such ma- 
terial which the sudden ending of the 
•war left on hand worth something. 


Decatur gets a truck worth $1,850, 


government cost, for the payment oi 
J75 and a yearly payment, as long as 
the city keeps the truck, of $100, the 
city to maintain the trucK in good 
condition, the natural wear and tear 
excepted. 


IB holding the city responsible for 


the truck Uncle Sam makes the pro 
\:f,cc that for the first year should 
the truck be destroyed or otherwise 
lost, the city shall pay the govern- 
ment the full cost of the truck. 


But on the next year the responsi- 


bility of the city drops to seventy-five 
per cent of the first value or ?1,388. 


On the third year the value drops 


to fifty per cent or $925 and after 
that the depreciation is figured as 
twenty-five per cent of the valuation 
each year. 


At the end of five years the city 


•will be responsible for a truck at 
$521, it will have paid the .govern- 
ment $575 and can probably at that 
time buy the vehicle for the value 
made or for even less. 


During all this time the federal 


government keeps title to the truck 
and if the machine is not properly 
cared for it can be taken back and 
the lease cancelled. 


For Decatur, as for other hard 


pressed municipalities, this was an 
excellent way in which to secure a 
much needed motor truck at a very 
small expenditure of money. 


It is a good way to utilize the war 


equipment.

If they caa 
mine coal in that town and mal:e 
good profit on it at $3 a ton, the prof- 
it heie in Decatur is from $1.50 to 
$2 a ton on every ton of coal hoisted 
at these mines. If a committee would 
go to the district attorney and de- 
mand an investigation an investiga- 
tion i\ould be made, and I firml? 
believe it would bring good results 


IT IS TEE LAW. 


Motorists are inclined to ignore 


that 
emphatic " Stop" which is 


placed near grade crossings on rail- 
roads in many parts of the state 
The motorist who does not come to a 
full stop In such places is violating 
a state law, is guilty of a misde- 
meanor and In case of accident on the 
crossing loses all his rights. 


In a recent talk made in Decatur 


H. P. Tead, district claim agent of 
the Wabash, said that ninety per cent 
of all grade crossing accidents are 
no*1 automobile collisions but that 
practically all of these could be 
avoided if the driver would obey the 
law which that sign stands for. 


These signs, tinder the state law, 


are slaced at especially dangerous 
crossings. It would be an easy thins 
to* a. driver to give this precaution 
its lull value. In case of a very 
dangerous crossing some one should 
get out of the car to make an inspec- 
tion ao as to be really safe. 


Mr. Tead says that if the precau- 


tion which common sense and the 
lawa indicate should be taken are 
really used there would be almost no 
accidents at grade crossings. 


Physical laziness, a willingness to 


flirt with death rather than to take 
tha trouble to stop a car at a cross- 
ing or to make an inspectii/n which 
will insure safety, plain every day 
laziness, is the cause of all but an in- 
finitesimal part of the grade cross- 
ing accidents. 


The elimination of the grade cross- 


ing is, of course, the ideal way to 
prevent such accidents but until that 
timt, a close observance of the rules 
ot prudence and the laws of safety 
is the only sensible course.

How Soviet Russia Is 
Compelling Recognition 


In all the fighting that has been going on in Eastern 'Europe and in the negotiations involving, Moscowand 


Warsaw and Paris and London there is but one certainty, observes the New York Globe, that is, that the situa- 
tion is approaching what we may call a "show down."

sand with soil is estimated to date 


t $1,000,000? When home 
building 


started in Gary around 1906 and 1907, 
the cactus flourished. 
It has taken 


a mountain of dirt to drown out the 
sand and to make the parks, lawns 
and 
occasional 
gardens of today's 


city. 


Approximately 500,000 cubic yards 


of earth have been brought in here, 
according to recent estimates. Low- 
lands adjacent to the city have con- 
tributed generously but for years it 
has been necessary to cross the Illi- 
nois state line to bring in dirt by 
rail from Jollet and Plainfield. 


The price of dirt is an Item ser- 


iously considered, by the prospective 
home builder here.
